SHEEP STAMPEDE 


THOUSANDS DROWN 


Entiat, Wash., Dec.. l-l.-A flock of 


sheep, numbering nearly 11,000, was 
drowned in Mad river Thursday. 


The sheep were being driven from 


Cascade mountains to the Entiat 
valley to winter. While the flock was 
carefully going down the mountain 
side .the leader slipped on the sleet 
covered round and rolled over a prec- 
ipice into the raver below.

This Ordinance Can Be Passed Over 


the Chief Executive's Veto 


By tlie Council, 


It has been rumored that Mayor 


McCleery would veto the 
Firemen's 


ordinance recently passed by th<? city 
council and which provides for a ¥1U 
per month increase for the chief, $5 
per month for the assistant chief, 410 
per month -increase for three captains, 
and the same increase for five drivers 
and an increase of $10 each per month, 
lor twelve firemen.

passed under a suspension of the rules, 
all the members of council voting for 
it.

An Advocate representative 
called 


upon Mayor MCCleery Saturday morn- 
ing and asked him; if it" were true that 
he intended to veto'the ordinance, and 
was informed that such was his inten- 
tion. He stated "that he appreciated 
the good work of the department but 
objected to the increase because the 
present tax levy'-did'.-not anticipate a 
raise in the firemen's salary, and the 
funds were inadequate to provide for 
same. Dr. McCleery stated that the 
Board of Public Safety have a surplus 
on hand sufficient to pay for the in- 
crease for a year but the money might 
be needed for unforseen exigencies. 


A second reason advanced by the 


mayor for his veto is the fact that 
there is a discrimination in favor of 
the fire department against that of 
the police department. Mayor Mc- 
Cleery does not think that the firemen 
should receiver a greater salary than 
the policemen, advancing for Jus rea- 
son that the latter have just as hard 
service and wear 
out 
considerable 


more clothing than -the firemen. 


The veto is now in the hands of 


Clerk Munch and will be acted upon 
next Monday evening at a regular 
meeting of council.

Presidential Contest. .. 


SOME OF THE COMPLICATIONS 


Practically Certain That Delegates to 


State Republican Convention Will 
Be Selected by Primaries—Governor 
Harris Favors Making Haste Slowly. 
Bunch of Seekers For Treasurer. 
State Affairs. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 14.—In an Indi- 


rect way Governor Harris balked the 
plan for holding the Ohio Republican 
convention in February. 


The governor is one of the original 


Taft men, but there are other things 
to. consider besides the 
presidential 


situation, prominent among which Is 
the selection of a candidate for gov- 
ernor. There are beside, for the first 
time in the history of the state, nom- 
inations to be made for the entire 
roster of the state's elective officers. 


Next year the state ticket will be 


the longest ever selected at one con- 
vention, and it is questioned whether 
all those who desire to seek nomina- 
tions for minor places on the ticket 
would be able to get their claims be- 
fore the people in time for a conven- 
tion early in February. 


Mr. Vorys, commander-in-chief of 


the Taft forces, is to meet Mr. Taft in 
Washington Dec. IS, when the secre- 
tary returns there from his trip to the 
orient, and as the state committee en-

darsed Mr. Taft for president by a 
vote of 15 to 6* it is almost certain 
that whatever date is decided upon as 
most acceptable to the Taft forces will 
te sanctioned by the_ committee. 
- One thing is certain, however, the 
etate committee is not likely to be 
convened until after the holidays. As 
the primary plan for selecting dele- 
gates to the state convention, as re- 
quested by Senator Foraker, is also 
favored by the Taft 
forces, it will 


jnost likely be provided for, and so 
much time will be required to give 
flue formal notice and organize a pri- 
mary campaign that It is a safe guess 
that the convention'will be called for 
the latter part of February or early in 
March, most likely the latter. 
i 
* * » 
: Some talk was heard favoring an 
early convention to endorse a candi- 
date for president and select the del- 
egates and alternates at large, then 
adjourn to a later Hate for naming the 
state ticket. With the 
presidential 


question out of the way the strongest 
hold on the convention for the nom- 
ination of state candidates would be 
dissipated by delay, and for that rea- 
eon neither side is expected to be will- 
ing to take chances on losing that ad- 
vantage, so that when the convention 
assembles it i$ more than likely that 
It will go throifeh with the whole pro- 
gram,

An early contention will necessitate 


early action bjr the county commit- 
tees. In some* of the' counties 
the 


county tickets |will be chosen at the 
same time delegates to the state con- 
vention are selected, which is another 
reason that will be advanced for hav- 
ing the date of the state convention 
eet back as far as possible. Few coun- 
ty committees will have the means to 
have two primaries, one to select del- 
egates to the state convention and one 
later to nominate the county candi- 
dates. In counties where the primary 
plan Is followed to select delegates to 
* county convention, which in turn 
•will select delegates to the state con- 
vention and nominate the local ticket, 
the county convention may meet early 
to select the state delegates and ad- 
journ to a later date for the local 
nominations. 


Of course this inconvenience can be 


obviated by holding two 
primaries, 


which is allowable under the Bronson 
primary election law, but in a num- 
ber of the rural counties the expense 
14 a potential objection to a double 
primary. 
* * • 


District conventions are not com- 


plicated by the details which naturally 
enter into the scope of the state con- 
vention. 
The congressional commit- 


tees can proceed under the call of the 
national Republican committee to ar- 
range for congressional conventions 
bj whatever plan is most acceptable 
to each district. The district commit- 
tees may arrange for the selection of 
congressional delegates by primary or 
tiy convention, and may provide for 
the selection of delegates to the na- 
tional convention by one method and 
the nomination of a candidate for con- 
gress by another method. Congres- 
sional committees will naturally de- 
ptfre that where delegates are selected 
fcy primary delegates to the state con- 


vention an* delegates to th« 
•l«ul convention be selected at the 
•ame time, a«d the state committee 
m«st take this detail into Us calcula- 
tions. 
* • * 


Another cause for haste is the un- 


certainty as to what the state legisla- 
ture may do in the matter of a new 
primary ejection law. As the legisla- 
ture, can riot pass a retroactive law the 
state committee will find it advan- 
tageous to have the call issued for the 
state convention before any primary 
law-can be enacted to disarrange ita 
plans. This same question will arise 
ia the nomination of 
congressional 


candidates, so that unless the com- 
mittees make haste In getting their 
conventions called the Etate legisla- 
ture may upset their plans completely. 


* * • 


It is yet too early to forecast what 


action^ the state Democratic committee 
will take toward holding the state con- 
vention, the national committee hav- 
ing just selected Denver for the na- 
tional convention July 7. The state 
committee is not expected to meet un- 
til after the state Republican com 
mittee meets, and it is quite probable 
that the Democratic convention will 
follow the Republican convention. 


The same complications which e» 


ter into the Republican computation 
will also affect the Democratic organ- 
ization if the legislature enacts a pri- 
mary law that will go into effect be- 
fore its conventions are provided for. 


* * * 


John C. Rosser, auditor of Shelby 


county, will try for the Republican 
nomination for state treasurer. He 
first had his eye on the state auditor- 
ship, where a warm contest Is on be- 
tween Fullington and Gorman, present 
deputies in the state, auditor's office, 
but he changed his mind and will seek 
the way to the treasury. 
There are 


several other candidates for the same 
nomination, among them John H. Mor- 
gan, present state inspector of shops 
and factories. 
Charles Green of Co- 


-lumbiana county, who hasybeen a dep- 
uty in the state treasury 
several 


years; Senator Kinsman of Trumbull 
county, and Wm. Kirtley, Jr., at pres- 
ent a member of the state board of 
public works. 


Candidates for the senatorial en- 


dorsement are coming forward. First 
wasx General Grosvenor of Athens, 
with his record of 20 years in 
the 


lower house of congress: After him 
came General Keifer of 
Springfield, 


once speaker of the lower house of con- 
gress and now a member of that body. 
Now also the name of Harry M. 
Daugherty is being mentioned in the 
same connection. And the list is ex- 
pected to grow. There was talk at 
one time recently of having the state 
central committee eliminate the sen- 
atorial contest from the convention 
call, but as the committee is the crea- 
ture of the Dayton convention, which 
explicitly provided for the senatorial 
question being submitted to the con- 
vention next year according to pre- 
cedent, it does not appear just how 
the committee will be able to disre- 
gard its instructions.

filled with deadly gases, generated in 
some way by a fire which started 
among a. pile of paper boxes. Fifteen 
fire fighters were 'overcome and of 
these three are in a critical condition. 


The fire broke out on the tenth floor 


and the first firemen to reach the 
scene dropped senseless. The building 
quickly filled witfl smoke and at first 
it was supposed that the firemen had 
been suffocated by smoke. This the- 
ory was upset on 
the arrival of a 


corps of emergency hospital physi- 
cians, who recognized the presence of 
a noxious gas. 


The firemen succumbed so rapidly 


that their mates could not remove all, 
and then the physicians took hold, 
half carrying, half dragging the sense- 
less men from the building. 
Several 


of the doctors were themselves over- 
come and in turn were rescued by 
others. 


When the fire started 30 employes 


were in the building but it is thought 
that all escaped.

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Public Utilities Operated by Cities 


Must Pay Their Way. 


They Don't Always Do This However 


Because Not Enough Is Charged Off 
to Depreciation and the Plants Don't 
Have to Pay Taxes — "Undertakings" 
Limited to Localities Where the Pat' 
ronage Will Be Large. 


In theory public utilities operated by 


German cities must pay their own 
way. 
This theory is not however, 


fully borne out in practice, because the 
allowance for depreciation is frequent- 
ly inadequate, and the plants are not 
required to make good the taxes for- 
merly paid by the companies they su- 
perseded. 
But the effort to put these 


services on a paying basis has resulted 
in (uniting the various undertakings to 
districts where they are sure to pay. 
On the other hand, when these utilities 
are operated by companies the same 
restrictive results aie noticed, because 
almost without exception tlie fran- 
chises are so weighted down .with pro- 
visions for payments to the city and 
are at the same time of such short 
duration that the companies would not 
be warranted in extending the service 
beyond the districts in which they are 
sure to pay at once. 


I'rofessor Hugo K. Meyer in recent 


articles in the Electrical Kail way Ite- 
view and the Journal of Political Ecoa-

tances between that nnd 4.25 miles. 
After increasing the track mileage the 
city again raised the fare considerably, 
reducing the minimum stage. 
The 


prices now charged are 2.5 cents for 
1.5G miles, 3.75 cents for 3.19 miles, 5 
cents for 4 miles, 0.25 cents for 4.75 
miles, 7.5 cents for G.3S miles, S.75 
cents for 7,10 miles and 10 cents for 
7.9i miles. 


It should be borne in mind that theao 


prices are really very much higher 
than corresponding rates would oe in 
this country, because wages in Ger- 
many are much lower tlinn in the Unit- 
ed States. 
The exorbitance of these 


charges is shown by the fact that in 
Minneapolis, a city of the same size 
as Du&seldorf, a passenger can rido 
thirteen miles for 5 cent?, while in 
Buffalo, which has a population about 
equal to that of Cologne, the passen- 
ger frets fourteen miles for a nicli-il. 


The desire of the cities to make all 


possible profits out of franchises and 
to limit them to short terms has re- 
sulted in greatly delaying the develop-; 
ment of public electric lighting, al- 
though the people were anxious to 
have the new lights installed. This is 
shown by the fact that in ISO 1-95 
there were in operation in factories, 
stores, etc., more than 4.77C private 
electric light plants, although two 
years later there were only a little 
more than 300 central electric lighting 
stations in the whole of Germany. As 
the private or isolated plant, as it is 
called in tbis country, is far less eco- 
nornk-al than the central station, this 
restrictive action of the German cities 
has thrown a great burden of cost on 
Its progressive citizens. The situation 
i«! the more remarkable because at the 
thno r,f the introdnction of electricity 
for lighting and traction purposes Ger- 
many v.-.-s far bolter equipped to per- 
fr-i-t and develop these systems than 
w;n the T.'nitod States, yet it has been 
completely o-itntripped by our own 
country, chiefly if not pololy because 
here privnti; enterprise has been given 
n ror!ip:ir;itive!y free hand.

A New Clothesline Fastener 


R 


ICHARD WYLIE, the inventor of 


this clothesline pin, says its grip 
is entirely automatic and that 


the more heavily the line is loaded the 
more firmly will it hold. 
The clothes 


to be held by the fastener are placed 
over the wire and the strip pushed 
longitudinally with the wire, so that 
the clothes will catch between the line 
and the groove of the strip, and the 
clothes are frlctionally held by por- 


tions thereof being disposed interme- 
diate the line and sides of the ;roove, 
thereby securely holding the same in 
place. 
As the weight on the line in- 


creases the latter will sag down and 
cause the device to clamp more se- 
curely the clothes at each end of the 
grooved piece.

HE average missive U neither a 


thing of beauty nor a joy to its 
recipient, and I do not exagger-

tinctness. 
Spare no effort In order to 


teach yourself how to write legibly. 


Be advised to your advantage and do 


not adopt a big. Irregular hand. 
If 


you try th«* to display character and 
Individuality rou really only succeed In 
betraying carelessness and affectation 
Mid an entire disregard for the comfort 
a( otbera. To* BMMt delightful ehlroc- 


raphy is rather small than large, it is 
produced by a pen that moves quite de- 
liberately, and though the characters 
may seem a little stiff and common- 
place in form, they are always most at- 
tractive when they succeed in con- 
veying the meaning of the sentences 
promptly and clearly. 
l 


If they do not do this 'much they are 


a true weariness to the flesh; and 
sometimes I have known big, dashing 
and picturesque handwritings to proi e 
so Illegible that they gave rise to mis- j 
takes of a very grave nature and to 
little misinterpretations that led later 
to small quarrels. 


Always haie a keen eye to the busi- 


ness of composing your sentences nice- 
ly, so that their 
meaning 
will 
be 


grasped in an instant. 
Dot every "i." 


cross every "t," and be heedful in the 
matter of dates and address. 


Copy a note five times. If need be, or 


until it seems free of faults; do not be 
too hurried or haughty or indolent to 
take so much trouble, and do not send 
out a note blemished with erasures. 


Persons of great social experience 


and high literary ability I have known 
to rewrite their notes patiently and 
persistently until all had been made as 
perfect as possible. They imitated the 
good example of Bret Harte, who In- 
variably took as much care when writ- 
Ing a note to his tailor as when corres- 
ponding with a ducal acquaintance.

T no time is the friendly neighbor 


more popular or more appreciated 
than when a near-by resident is 


ill or otherwise in trouble. 
Then it is 


important to show the true generosity 
of your nature by the skill and thought- 
fulness with which you promptly offer 
assistance. For no matter •whether you 
are on the calling list of your neigh- 
bor or not, whether you like him or 
not, or whether you regard him as a 
justly afflicted person or the reverse, 
do not be restrained from giving him 
both your, help and your sympathy in 
his hour of need.
